If heredity interests you study 
the salmon. It lays a tiny pink egg, 
having In the center a black spot, 
one hundredth of an inch in di- 
ameter, and in that spot, the par- 
ents deposit intelligence that is to 
carry the little creature through 
life. 


It never sees its father or mother, 
except hi the shape of a small 
edible piece. It goes down* stream 
out into the ocean, stays four or 
five years, then mysteriously finds 
its way back through thousands of 
miles of ocean, up rivers and 
streams..to the spot where it was 
born. It lays its eggs, dies, and its 
young, untaught, start on the mys- 
terious Journey. 


That is the result of millions of 
years of heredity. A few million 
years hence when the human race 
grows up, babies may be born 


knowing more about mathematics 
than Einstein, more about music 
than Beethoven, more about art 
than Michelangelo. 
Eat salmon, by the way, if only 
because at the present prices it is 
one of the 
cheapest of foods, 
canned fresh from the ocean, and 
also because, it contains' the most 
important vitamins. 
Farmers should* purchase the 
surplus oil of the salmon canneries, 
mix it with the food of young 
chickens, mares and foals. 
Fathers and mothers should.re- 
member that salmon carries the 
iodine that prevents goiter.

Ways Curtailing Sea 


Expenditures. 


WASHINGTON, June 5 — OT — 


President Hoover will discuss the 
possibility of curtailing expenses of 
the naval establishment with Sec- 
retary Adams and other naval of- 
ficials tomorrow at his Rapidan 
camp. 
Secretary Adams is prepared to 
inform the chief- executive a sav- 
ing of about $7,000,000 was brought 
about this fiscal year due to con- 
ferences last summer at the Vir- 
ginia camp. He is expected to as- 
sure the chief executive a similar 
amount probably would be re- 
turned to the treasury next year. 
The reductions are not expected by 
naval officials to impair depart- 
mental efficiency. 
The curtailment is expected to 
come through rigid economy and 
the abandonment of obsolescent 
shore stations. A general move- 
ment toward - closer concentration 
of-iaval activities was instituted 
last year, particularly on the At- 
lantic coast, and this is expected 
to be continued. Operations at a 
few stations were reduced in 1930 
and economies were effected. 
Besides Secretary Adams, Assist- 
ant Secretaries Jahncke and In- 
galls, Admiral Pratt, chief of oper- 
ations. Major General uller, com- 
mandant of the marine corps, and 
Bear Admirals McLean and Par- 
sons will participate in the discus- 
sions.

" itol and J. Lee Rankjn. 
injunction was asked as the 
only way in which the interested 
farmers could be protected from ex- 
pense of defending the suits or de- 
fault judgments against them. A 
permanent injunction -was granted 
by Judge Chappell against prosecu- 
tion of suit* here against non-resi- 
dents. . 
Farmers who joined the associa- 
tion signed agreements* to pav $10 
annually under certain conditions. 
In the action, they claimed that the 
association had never obtained 50 
per cent of the wheat acreage on its 
rolls and that no effort had crer 
been made to market any of the 
wheat of the association's members. 
On these grounds they resisted pay- 
ment of the membership fees. The 
injunction was to prevent expense of 
non-residents defending suits here.

WASHINGTON, June 5— In a 


auiet office on the court of an office 
bulling not owned by the govern- 
ment sits a Nebraska man entirely 
surrounded by stacks of thick, heavy 
yellow books, trying to save Uncle 
Sam four million acres of land or 
several million dollars 
Ernest E. Danly, native of Axtell, 


Kearney county, member of.thei mi 
class of the University of Nebraska 
law school for 16 years a lawyer at 
Hastings ,is designated as a special 
assistant to the attorney general of 
thetrmted States. There are lots of 
special assistants to the attorney 
general. The title might mean an 
attorney of almost any rank in the 
department of justice. It happens, 
however, that Ernest E. Danly is 
one of the topnotchers, and in the 
four years he has been in the gov- 
ernment service he has been pro- 
moted rapidly, now getting as much 
pay as if his title were "assistant at- 
torney general." 
Has Important Case. 


To him and B F McGowan the 
department 
of justice has 
en- 
trusted one of the most important 
cases the government has in the 
federal courts—the Northern Pacific 
land grant case. 
When the country was willing to 


give away its shirt to get railroads 
built, congress enacted a law giving 
the Northern Facif.c all odd-num- 
bsred sections, except those bearing 
minerals other than coal and iron, 
and except lands otherwise appro- 
priated, within 20 miles of the rail- 
road in the three states through 
which it passed and similar sections 
within 40 miles of the railroad in 
the four territories through which it 
passed. Furthermore, within another 
area, the railroad could get lands 
corresponding in area to lands it 
would have got within the desig- 
nated area, but which were denied 
it because of minerals or of being 
granted to other persons. 
The railroad got some forty mil- 
lion acres of land under these 
grants, made by congress in 1864 
and 1870. This is an area about the 
size of the state of Washington. It 
now claims some four million addi- 
tional acres, or the money these 
acres -would be worth, in Montana 
Idaho, and Washington, and it wants 
the government to give it these 
acres in national forests. 
Argues* at Spokane. 
Mr. Danly will go to Spokane 


Wash. in July to argue before the 
United States District court that the 
Northern pacific is not entitled to 
any jnore land or any money, partly 
Decause, according to the govern- 
ment claim, it has already obtained 
five or six millions of acres to which 
it was not entitled, partly because 
the railroad .again according to the 
government, did not comply with 
the terms of the contract with th« 
government. 
When Ernest Danly went to Hast- 
ings to start out as a lawyer in 1911. 
he immediately got interested in 
politics. He was never a candidate 
for any public office, but he was 
Chairman of the fifth district repub- 
lican congressional committee for 
three campaigns and secretary for 
another, and was in the Adams 
county republican organization all 
the time.

W. James, now district judge of the 
tenth judicial district 
The World war came on. and he 
enlisted as a private.

Right of Dorothy H. Ward to 


press her claims for personal in- 
jury damages against the estate of 
Ernest B. Grainger was upheld by 
the Supreme court in a decision 
Friday morning, enunciating a new 
principle in Nebraska law. 
The Supreme court bad held 
previously that heirs of persons in- 
jured in accidents could sue parties 
responsible for benefits due the de- 
ceased persons. No case, however 
had ever appeared before the court 
in which an injured person sough 
to recover from the estate of a 
deceased, charging the latter wit] 
responsibility for the injuries. 
Miss Ward had filed a claim 
against the Grainger estate for 
$20,250 personal injury damages 
and $47 damage to clothing as the 
result of an accident in Omaha in 
which Ernest B. Grainger received 
fatal injuries.

A CORRECTION. 


Figures published in this column of The Lincoln 


Star In the issue of Wodnesday, taken from the Wall 
Street Journal, presented an erroneous view of the 
conditions relative'to automobile liability insurance. 


The article in question stated that the losses paid 


to claimants by sixty-two of the outstanding casualty 
companies in 1913 aggregated $13,917,057 on a pre- 
mium volume of $166,000,000 for this type of busi- 
ness. Actually the losses sustained by the companies 
were $13,917,057 in excess of the earned premiums of 
$166,076,690. 


To offset this loss of over $13,000,000, rates for au- 


tomobile insurance were raised slightly in some of 
the eastern and southern states but no change in 
rates were made In Nebraska. They are exactly the 
same that they have been. > 


This is an entirely different situation than the

'ANOTHER THRILL. 


When the submarine Nautilus steamed out of port 


Thursday to test the feasibility of reaching the Arctic 
pole by an underwater journey, the second astound- 
ing scientific adventure got underway. 


This Is truly an age of thrills 
Ten days ago the world anxiously awaited the re- 


turn of a Swiss scientist and.his assistant from an 
epochal thrust into the skies in a successful attempt 
to pierce the stratosphere and to peer down at the 
earth and off into infinite space from the loftiest 
height ever attained by man From an elevation oi 
ten miles in the skies, in an unbelievable temperature 
of 176 degrees below zero. Professor Auguste Piccard 
surveyed the globe, bathed in a copper-hued radiance 
of surpassing beauty. In his balloon and jnetal baU 
he had pushed upward sufficiently that the eartn 
no longer took on the appearance of a globe but.re- 
sembled a half moon. 'The coppery gases which 
surrounded it further heightened the impression 
when this son of the earth had left the familiar 
scenes of his native habitat to become a sky gazer 
in the celestial spaces of the solar system. 


The results of Professor Piccard's strange journey 


should furnish enough food for thought to ponder 
over for many months. It was lifting the veil to 
glimpse at-the origin of the most penetrating and 
powerful light ray in existence. It was an attack 
upon the theory that in the span of millions of 
years there would be a disintegration of this fa- 
miliar solar body upon which we live For Professor 
Piccard, and many other scientists are of the opinion 
that atomic reintegration is taking place every 
precious second of time at a more rapid rate than 
atomic destruction or disintegration If they are cor- 
rect the life of this world is eternal and never-end- 
ing, and the secret of its perpetual lease is locked 
m the unexplored dark spaces back of the stars. 
* » » 


Now Sir Hubert Wiltons is setting forth to dem- 


onstrate the fantasy of many modern novelists of a 
journey under the deep ice of the arctic to the top- 
most pinacle of the globe is not a bizarre stretch of 
the imagination but a practical accomplishment. 


Wilkins is a practical and distinguished -explorer 


From the Alaskan coast he flew by plane across the 
pole while the world waited vainly for news from 
him. He charted much of the unexplored territory 
in the South Polar regions. He possesses a thorough 


" and complete knowledge of the conditions which, 


confront him, and his assurance and positiveness that 
the seeming suicidal program which he mapped out 
for himself is after all a relatively simple undertak- 
ing, should go a long way towards removing skepti- 
cism. Wilkins knows the North Polar region, be- 
cause he has covered more of it than any living 
explorer. He survived one ordeal which no one 
thought possible when he brought his plane to ice 
in a furious Arctic blizzard, "weathered through three 
days of it, and then proceeded on to complete his 
flight over the pole. 


At this season of the year the ice pack In the 


Arctic develops great, open 'leads" through which 
the Nautilus may safely steam without submerging. 
Whether these "leads" will carry him within strik- 
ing distance of the pole, or whether it will be neces- 
sary to cover the final few hundred miles underseas 
will not be disclosed until the completion of the ad- 
venture. Whether the thickness of the ice presents 
an insurmountable obstacle, because it will be im- 
possible to submerge the boat to that depth, can only 
be a matter of conjecture. But Sir Wilkins and his 


• crew are off on another thrilling adventure and it 


will be months before the success or failure of the 
enterprise will be definitely known. Science is writ- 
ing-a new chapter in intrepidity and daring. 


COWS AND CASH. 


Of course people have come to realize more and 


more within the last decade or two the value of the 
dairy cow as »n income producer. There are prob- 
ably few, however, who will not be surprised at the 
figures just released by the United States department 
of agriculture, which show that during the five-year 
period from 1925 to 1929 milk was the means of put- 
ting into the pockets of the farmers of this country 
a total in cash of $1,433,646,000. 


The sum is so great as to be amazing, for it was 


1452 percent of all of the cash realized from all 
farm products and was only a fraction of one per 
cent less than the cash received for cotton, which 
ranked higher than any other product. This means 
that in the northern section of the country, where 
cotton is not grown, milk was the very greatest cash 
income producer. For the entire country cotton came 
first, milk second, hogs, cattle and calves third and 
eggs and chickens fourth as sources of cash income. 


This report is of peculiar interest to the people 


of Nebraska, as this state now ranks high in the 
dairy industry, in which it is constantly forging 
further to the front. It may in a measure account 
for the fact that during the,period of depression 
through which the country has been passing, busi- 
ness has been far better in Nebraska than in almost 
any other part of the nation. We have been pro- 
ducing an article for which there is a constant cash 
market, and we have therefore been able to keep the 
wheels moving. 


The real development of the dairy industry in this 


state was begun only a few years ago^ its inception 
and promotion being due to the faith, the initiative 
and. the. energy of a number of far sighted men who 
realized the possibilities ahead and who went about 
to impress upon others the importance of building 
up herds of only the best blood strains. Scrub sires 
were disposed of and the best dairy stock to be found 
was placed on Nebraska farms. 


The people of Nebraska are under lasting obliga- 


tion to the organizers and promoters of the Ne- 
braska Dairy Improvement society and kindred or- 
ganizations, as well as to the railroads, which ran 
dairy demonstration trains over then- territories, 
showing the benefits of keeping purebred stock and 
sponsoring lectures on modern dairy methods. All 
have reaped high dividends from these enterprises, 
and they are still coming in.

THE McADOO SCHEME. 


Political remedies for economic troubles continue 


to be offered, although every time one of them is 
tried it proves to be a "flop.2. The latest is William 
G. McAdoo's proposal for a "national economic coun- 
cil" to stabilize general business and prevent waste 
and unemployment. His idea is that such a- body 
would function in peace time as the "war industries 
board" did during the world~conflict of 14 years ago. 


There is no parallel, however, between the situa- 


tion than and now. The war industries board had 
behind It all the power of a, war dictatorship. Its 
findings and recommendations had all the force of 
law. being strictly applied by the government as part 
of the national military program. But the only coun- 
tries where governmental authorities are exercising 
any such control at present over the lives and activi- 
ties of the people are Russia and Italy. 


Mr. McAdoo himself does not advocate giving his 


"economic council" any power to make decrees and 
carry them Into effect. He would have it operate 
only as a fact-finding tribunal, on which manu- 
facturing industry, railroads, labor, agrlcultore. and 
wholesale and retail trade would have representa- 
tion. The combined wisdom of such a group, he 
thinks, would be able to find ways and means to 
jjjtAcive an economic balance among the different 
parts of the country's economic machinery.

Fruit raising does represent an important develop- 


It has been 
demonstrated beyond question the counties along the 
liver can produce an apple which will command 
premiums with the choicest products of the Hood 
River country in Oregon and the famed Wenatchec 
district of Washington. But in planting large tracts 
cf farm land to fruit, they are withdrawn from grain 
production and put into profitable operation.

But if the gov- 
ernment says to come ahead, that's 
all there is to it, as far as I'm con- 
cerned." In Bed a Week. 
'He had been in bed for a week 
Members of his afmily said it had 
been months since he had walked as 
far as fifty feet without assistance. 
The physicians' statement was is- 
sued after Frank J. Hogan, attorney 
for Fall, had requested the examina- 
ation for a report to the District of 
Columbia Supreme court trial judge, 
who has been notified by the Su- 
preme court of its refusal to review 
the case. 
It was signed by Dr. H. T. Safford 
and said that Dr. J. H. Gambrell, 
Dr. R. B. Homan, and Dr. Felix P. 
Miller, all of whom had previously 
examined Fall, concurred in the 
opinion that Fall was too weak to 
make the trip. Dr. Safford said the 
former cabinet member was suffer- 
ing from congestion at the base of 
his right lung, with a marked 
tendency to attacks of bronchial 
pneumonia. 
"Because of Mr.' Fall's enfeebled 
health, advanced age and marked 
tendency to attacks of bronchial 
pneumonia," he stated "I do not feel

DO-X REACHES 


NATAL AFTER 


OCEAN FLIGHT 


Journey From Africa to 
South American .Main- 


land Completed. 


NATAL, Brazil, June 5— (I.N.S.) 
—Successfully completing its cross- 
ing of the Atlantic from south 
Africa to the South American 
mainland, the giant German sea- 
plane DO-X descended off "'Natal 
at' 2:15 p. m., today (1:15 p. -m., 
E. D. T.), ninety .minutes after 
taking off from the 
island of 
Fernando de Noronha, 150 miles off 
the Brazilian coast. 
The population of Natal, turning 
out en masse for a glimpse of the 
huge plane, extended a vociferous 
welcome to the twelve-motored 
ship and its crew. 
The DO-X was to remain at 
Natal for a short time before pro- 
ceeding to Rio de Janeiro. 


A Stirring Flight. 


FERNANDO NORONHA ISLAND, 
Brazil, June 5—{/f}—The giant fly- 
tag boat DO-X rolled idly in the 
harbor today after- a stirring flight 
over the south Atlantic from -the 
Cape Verde Islands.

time) yesterday and arrived here 
at~ll:18 p. m.; (8:18 p. m., E. S. T.) 
last 'night, negotiating the 1,429 
miles in 12 hours and 26 minutes.

passengers and crew were 
enthusiastic over the flight, saying 
the twelve 500-horsepower motors 
functioned perfectly as the great 
flying boat hummed along under 
the southern cross On the resump- 
tion of her long delayed trip from 
Europe to the new world." 
To Fly to Mainland. 


C a p t. Friedrich 
Christiansen 
planned to refuel the craft and 
leave as soon as possible for Natal 
on the mainland of Brazil, whence 
she will fly to Pemambuco and Rio 
de Janeiro.. This island is about 
200 miles from the nearest mainland 
and 300 from Pernambuco. 
Gathering speed in a "thirty-sec- 
ond takeoff,--the seaplane lifted 
herself off the water at Porto Praia 
with a heavy load of fuel and set 
her course in a southwesterly di- 
rection. The extremely low alti- 
tude'at -which she -was flying led 
to reports that she had fallen into 
the ocean but these were disproved. 
As she settled down for the long 
pull, her speed was increased and 
her altitude raised. Several hours 
after the start she radioed the 
Dornier works in Friderichshafen 
and the wireless station at Porto 
Praia that all was well abo rd and 
that she was following the ship 
lines.

GIVE SECURITY 


Supreme Court Upholds 


Statute Ordering 


Protection. 


Constitutionality of a 1929 Ne- 


braska legislative act requiring pro- 
vision for payment of Judgments In 
case of death or injury to person 
or property in the operation of ve- 
hicles engaged in carrying passen- 
gers for hire was upheld by the 
state. Supreme court Friday morn- 
ing. 


The Douglas county District court 


had previously sustained the law as 
to taxicabs and other motor vehicles 
in which persons are carried for hire 
but exempted "driverless" or "drive- 
it-yourself" cars from provisions of 
the statute. The Supreme court 
heard only the appeal "of taxicab 
operators from the decision and sus- 
tained the trial court's opinion that 
the act was constitutional. 
Must Protect Passengers. 


Under -terms of the law taxicabs 
are required as a prerequisite to 
operation in Nebraska to deposit 
•with the state railway commission, 
either a liability insurance policy 
or a surety bond, as protection 
against possible damage to persons 
or property. 
The suit was brought by Peter H. 
Peterson, a small Omaha taxicab 
Independent operator, to enjoin 
state and county officials from en- 
forcing the law. The Independent 
Cab Owners association^ joined in 
protesting the law by submission of 
a petition in intervention. It was 
the contention of the independent 
operators that the law imposed re- 
quirements so burdensome as tc 
amount to confiscation, thus depriv- 
ing them of their property without 
due process of law. 


Regulation Permissible. 


The Supreme court opinion notes 


the necessity of distinguishing be- 
tween regulation of activities en- 
gaged in as a matter of right and 
those carried on by government suf- 
ferance or permission. Operation 
of vehicles on public streets and 
highways, it holds, is of the latter 
class. This would justify a degree 
of regulation not admissible in, the 
other class, the courtvheld.

I should 
like to propose that a separate cor- 
poration to be known as The Uni- 
versity of Nebraska Foundation be 
organize!!; that sustaining member- 
ships be provided to finance its di- 
rection. Such a program cannot be 
placed upon the 'shoulders .of the 
chancellor and the board of regents 
— it is our responsibility. 
"Each one of us owes to the state 


at least $1,000 for our four years 
of education. It cost the state more 
than $250 per year per student to 
give us our advantages. I do'noJ 
mean to say that I think we can 
possibly get an average of $1,000 
per graduate, but in order to make 
our plan a success, we would only 
find it necessary to raise an aver- 
age contribution of $250 over the 
ten-year period.

"Oar student body needs a student 


union building. This certainly shold 
be .one of the goals of, such a founT 
dation as I have described. We ne.ed 
scholarships" for the undergraduate; 
we' need fellowships and graduate 
scholarships providing for incomes 
of four or five hundred dollars a

"It is not reasonable to believe

What the house will do is proble- 
matical; but even the lower cham- 
ber may get its back up and de- 
cline to ratify the Bryan program, 
although there is some chance of 
its doing so because of the lack of 
cohesion among the members of 
the republican majority there. 
The house must act first on any 
appropriation bill that is presented, 
whether it be H. R. 242 left over 
from the regular session, some new 
measure embodying Governor Bry- 
an's revised suggestions, or a re- 
drafted bill under republican spon- 
sorship. 


Reports are heard at the capitol 
that Senator Perry Reed and others 
of the g. o. p. contingent in the 
upper branch will be in Lincoln by 
Sunday afternoon or evening to 
take counsel among themselves as 
to what they will demand in the 
way of appropriations before any 
bill is allowed td go through. 


There are four republican sen- 
ators' whose party standing is not 
of the best, who may not be called 
into this meeting. They are K. S. 
Wherry of Pawnee City, J. A. Ax- 
tell of Fairbury, O. G. Clark of 
Columbus, and Henry Behrens of 
Beemer. This quartet has done so 
much flirting with. Governor Bryan 
that the men composing it are not 
trusted by the others. 
However, there are.three or four 
democrats in the senate who are 
relied upon to stand with the ma- 
jority group in supporting adequate 
appropriations 
for 
departmental 
and institutional maintenance and 
necessary improvements. 


One democratic vote added to 
those of 16 regular republicans will 
be enough in the senate to block 
the passage of any budget bill 
deemed insufficient for these pur- 
poses. This would make a majority 
of the 33 votes in the chamber. 
No "Knuckling" to Governor. 
Propaganda statements put out 


from the governor's office at dif- 
ferent times since the regular ses- 
sion ended, with the evident object 
of bringing pressure to bear on 
members of the legislature and lin- 
ing them up for his program,' 'are 
not expected to have much effect 
on'g. o. p. senators, aside from-the 
four who have shown a disposition 
all -along to ally themselves with 
Bryan. 
While 17 votes are not enough to 
pass an appropriation bill contain- 
ing items not approved by the gov- 
ernor, or to provide funds for 
emergency use on and after July 1, 
the beginning of the new fiscal 
biennium, that number can block 
passage of the Bryan budget and 
force an eventual compromise. 
Until the lower house has shown 
its hand, the senate will -simply 
mark time; but the upper branch 
solons will know pretty well in ad- 
vance what they are gome to do

comes over to them from the house.

Cleanliness Lincoln's Outstanding 


Features From Air Says Qeologist 


Viewed from the air by a man 
whose business it is to inspect physi- 
cal aspects of the country, "this part 
of Nebraska is an area of large pros- 
perous-looking farms, and Lincoln a 
city of particular cleanliness, ad- 
mirably set off by its beautiful 
capitol." These are the sentiments 
of Prof. A. K. Lobeck, geology in- 
structor at Columbia university, who 
arrived here Thursday afternoon 
from New York, en route to San 
Francisco. 
Professor Lobeck is making an 


aerial physio-graphic survey of the 
area between the eastern and west- 
ern coasts. 'While in Lincoln the 
eastern geologist will confer with 
Dr. Nels Bengtson and other geo- 
graphers at the University of Ne- 
braska upon outstanding physical 
features in Nebraska. 
Professor 


Lobeck and Dr. Bengtson became 
acquainted at Columbia university 
while the Nebraska geographer was 
teaching summer classes there. 
To Publish Booklet. 


Material now being gathered by 


the Columbia instructor will be pub- 
lished in booklet form by the U. 8. 
Geological survey and its first dis- 
tribution will be to the International 
Geological congress to meet soon in 
New York city, 
sion, landscape, 
Topography, «ro- 
road layouts and 
other interesting geological feature* 
are noted and sketched-by Lobeck 
as he rides along high in the air. 


"Geologists are coming more and 


more to use the airplane In their 
studies," the eastern professor de- 
clared. "This has long been true in 
mapping and oil geology but more 
recently we have taken to the air 
as a means of reconnaissance." 
Professor Lobeck' is covering the 


2,770 miles along the New York- 
Chicago-San Francisco highway by 
short hops and will return home- 
ward along the same course of travel 
in order to better check data col- 
lected on tne outgoing trip. He will 
leave Lincoln Friday afternoon for 
Cheyenne. On his return flight, ths 
geologist contemplates making • a 
stop at Omaha.

One of tiie most important things 
about vegetables is their marketing. 
I hope you're not the type of home-" 
maker who lets her green grocer se- 
lect her vegetables, while she either 
telephones in or sits up very proudly 
at the counter while the clerk meas- 
ures out whatever he has. 


Get the feeling of selecting your 
own vegetables . . . early in th? 
'Snorning when they are fresh and 
ainhandied. Take a head of lettuce 
%r cabbage in your hand ... see ff 
'4t's good and solid, with a sub- 
j^tantial weight; whether the leaves 
•*»re crisp and green. 
•& Another important thought to be 
*ept in mind during marketing is 
^he waste involved. When buying 
.lettuce or cabbage, and other vege- 
tables, it is not always the largest 
Stead that is the best buy; for it may 
-ientail a great deal more waste than 
'the smaller head. Carrots, parsnips, 
Jbeets and other roots should-be crisp 
looking and torn to the touch, too 
»".- -above all, not withered. 
t Then that staple—the potato. 
'JJake sure your potatoes are free

Don't peel them in the 3sst 
minu{e, in such a hurry that you 
take off more than Is necessary. 
The mineral content lies just below 
the skin, ..so keep it intact. Of tne 
leafy vegetables, large leaves may 
be used for soup, so don't thro^» 
them away. They are1 especial!? 
valuable because they bave been 
most exposed to the sun and con- 
C*'n most vitamins.

Then the cooking! Don't let your 


vegetables 
become 
water-soaked. 
Use enough water so that they will 
not burn, and don't let them cook 
too fast. When cooked in a great 
deal of water which is afterward 
thrown away, a good portion of tnft 
vitamin, mineral and carbohydrate 
content has been sacrificed. So has 
the taste. 
Undercooking or overcooking— 


from either fault vegetables suffer 
in many households. When once 
peas have been cooked, still morfi 
cooking makes them all the harder 
instead of softer. Cabbage Is the 
outstanding example of the veg*^ 
table kingdom which is generally 
overcooked. It should be boiled 
only until the fiber has begun to 
soften, but still is crisp, though 
•not tough. Young cabbage takes 
only 12 to 15 minutes to coofc; 
beets, on the other hand, require 
from on* or three hours cooking. 
You must know your vegetables to 
get the best results. 
Often vegetable left-overs accum- 
ulate in the refrigerator and finally 
are discarded. Some look unap- 
petizing when cold...but just thinK 
of the many delicious dishes that 
may be made from them—soups, 
casseroles and salads, to mention 
only a few. Let's look to our vege- 
tables this season—both for satis- 
faction and a saving.

The Italian cook 
adds cheese to the recipe and thus 
makes it more piqUSlit, as you may 
surmise from the following notes 
which represent my own version of 
this unusual dish. 


Spatzelles. 


Put one p'mt of water in a sauce- 


pan with one ounce of butter; add 
a dash of salt and nutmeg and let 
come to a boil. Then add ten ounces 
of sifted flour; stir a few minutes 
and add two ounces of grated Par- 
mesan cheese. Stir a little longer, 
remove from the fire and beat in 
six eggs, one by .one. With two tea- 
spoons, drop the batter in half 
spoonsfuls into boiling salted/-water" 
and let the spatzelles simmer until 
firm. Drain on a cloth; arrange in 
layers on a buttered vegetable dish, 
sprinkle witn more grated cheese 
and serve very hot. 
" 


Eggs are not an extravagance at 
this season, so It is not a faux pas 
to suggest the following recipe for 
Waffles a la Bmxelloise . . . the 
waffles that you will serve on very 
special occasions when you wish to 
b~uild for yourself a culinary repu- 
tation that defies competition from 
all who boast of an ability with 
waffles. 


Waffles a la Bruxelloise. 


6 ounces butter 
% pound flour 
10 eggs 


^ % pint milk 


Vanilla essence 
Beat egg yolks and milk together 
in a bowl, then slowly add the flour 
the melted butter, a dash of vanilla 
essence and a little Curaco; then 
add the whites of the ten eggs 
beaten to «a stiff froth, mixing gent- 
ly to a batter. Heat the waffle irons 
grease with melted butter and add 
batter . . . which must be used as 
soon as it is made. 


From the heights we will now de- 
scend to more plebian hot breads, 
and consider a simple recipe for 
Bran Muffins. The ingredients are. 


4 ounces of cooked bran 
12 ounces of wheat flour 
1 ounce of baking powder 


Mix above together 


*it ounce salt 
2 ounces sugar 
2 ounces of butter (melted) 
Ji quart of milk 
Mix salt, sugar, butter and milk 


together and add the mixed flours. 
Fill muffin pans three-quarters full 
and bake in a moderate oven.

By the short-boil method, which in- 
cludes the use of bottled pectin, re- 
sults are exact and certain and sur- 
prisingly rapid. Imagine a full batch 
of jelly in ficeen minutes! 
Here are some tested recipes 


which insure quick, excellent jeHy 
and jam. 


Crushed Strawberry Jam 


4 cups (2 Ibs) prepared fruit 
7 cups (3 Ibs.) sugar 
% cup boiled pectin 
Grind about 2 quarts ripe berries 
or crush completely one layer at a 
time so that each berry is reduced to 
a pulp. .. 


Measure sugar and prepared fruit 
into large kettle, mix well, and bring 
to a. full rolling boil over hottest 
Sre.Stir constantly before and while 
boiling Boil nard 1 minute.

D i !i ner is, of 
course, a much 
less formal and 
a less elaborate 
function today 
than it was in. 
the yesterdays. 
We have become very simple in the 
serving of our menus. 


But even before we consider food 


or table decorations...there are 
several points of etiquette which 
seem to me to precede all thought 
of the dinner itself. In fact, the 
duties of a. hostess are not neces- 
sarily those of preparing or serving 
well-cooked foods. She may simply 
give her orders, and good servants 
will carry them out even to the 
minutest details. 


These are, however, a few of the 
personal things that count when 
one is entertaining at dinner. 


The appearance of the hostess is 


most important and should 'be 
thought out very carefully. She 
must always remember to be just 
one shade more simple in costume 
than she expects her guests to be. 
It would be proper for the hostess 
to be underdressed rather than 
over-dressed. She should be ex-- 
tremely careful of her jewels, which 
should be few and simple—except in 
the case of pearls. Strangely, pearls 
in any quantity would be accept- 
able, since they are thought to be 
a part of the costume. 


Equally important is the manner 


in which the hostess directs the 
conversation at her dinner table. At 
a large party it 
can hardly be 


handled by her. After all are seat- 
ed, the talk is general and most of 
the responsibility for it rests upon 
the guests themselves. But the hos- 
tess is careful to watch the trend 
of the talk to see that no one is 
unhappy, and to change the sub- 
jects when she feels it necessary. 
At an intimate dinner, conversa- 
tion may take a more personal turn, 
although none but a poor hostess 
ever allows it to become anything 
but general. The smart,, impersonal 
repartee makes for m6re succecss- 
ful dinners, and is far more enjoy- 
able than conversation of a person- 
al type. 
Eegarding the preparation of 
menus...the hostess should 'give 
consideration 
to the 
reasonable 
needs or preferences of the guests 
whom she has asked. Many times, 
in these days, one is most embar- 
rassed to find that one or two 
guests are on a diet, and that the 
food prepared is unsuitable 
for 


them 
Unless you know very well the 
persons who are to be your guests, 
a standardized menu is usually ac- 
ceptable and adequate. Such a 
menu might consist of caviar, con- 
somme, broiled chicken, two vege- 
tables, potatoes, a salad and a 
sweet. But let me say again...it 
all depends upon who the guests 
areTable decorations have also be- 
come simplified and now consist 
merely of flowers or fruit 
At a 
laree dinner the decorations are 
dressed high, so that the hostess 
can see her guests throught theni; 
at an intimate dinner the motif is 
very low...carrying out the person- 
al and the impersonal idea in deco- 
ration. 


We miss the small dishes fillet 
with olives, celery and bon bons 
which once made our tables sparkle 
with cut glass. Now small dishes 
and compots are rarely used; they 
are passed by the servant attending 
the table: It is still permissible, 
however, to place small nut dishes 
on the table.

The dont.'s and the nos and the 
you-csn't-have its do more harm 
each year to till dietry habits of 
little folks than any other single 
factor that comes to mind. To de- 
ny a wide-awake child that which 
it craves earnestly is but to make him 
desire the forbidden fruit the more. 
The wiser course is u> present a 
fascinating substitute, or "some ac- 
ceptable food that so closely re- 
sembles what the child wants that 
he is unaware of the difference. 


I am thinking particularly of a 


youngster's Insistent demtnd that 
he, too. shall have the cup of coffee 
which seemes to add so much to the 
enjoyment of Mother's and Father's 
morning meal. 


Instead or saving emphatically. 


"No. jou cannot have this or that 


child with a beverage thit not only 
looks just like what he wants, but al- 
so contains a full measure of the 
food elements that he saould have? 


A quart of milk each day is the 
quota prescrioed for children. That 
means a glassful at% each* meal and 
one for the mid-morning end mid- 
afternoon lunch. Now, if the child 
begs for tea or coffee at meal tame 
—if you are canny about it —you 
car- see that he is just as satisfied 
with a make-behev coffee dnnk... 
and that he still receives his allow- 
ance of good' rich milk. 


At breakfast the small child's im- 


agination is appealed to by the 
thought of something

drink. Cereal drinks usually prove a 
delightful innovation, and there are 
several brands from which you may 
make not only appetizing, but vfry 
healthful beverages. Following direc- 
tions carefully in brewing, and 
who knows...even you yourself may 
enjoy the children's cup

erages, ire extremely simple. Use 
enough of the cereal infusion to 
give the desired flavor and color 
(about a teaspconful to each cup 
of hot milk...for mflk should, of 
course, be used instead of water).

Will Start Sometime 


After June 22, Baby's 


First Birthday. 


NEW YORK, June 5—(fl>)—Some- 
time after June 22, the first birth- 
day of Charles Augustus Lindbergh, 
jr., his parents will leave him 
at 
Englewood, N. J., with his grand- 
parents, Senator and Mrs. Dwight 
W. Morrow, and fly over the Pacific 
ocean for a vacation. 
Preparations for the flight are Be- 
ing rushed. At the North Beach air- 
port, Queens, mechanics are fitting 
the colonel's Lockheed plane with 
pontoons for use in the 
journey? 
Mrs. Lindbergh is getting more ex- 
perience in the air. 
The Lindberghs flew from Has- 


brouck Heights, N. J-, yesterday to 
Hicksville. where they lunched at 
the Long Island 
country aviation 


club. The colonel said that details 
for his Pacific flight would be com- 
pleted in about a month. 


Got License Last Week. 


Mrs. Lindbergh went up for a solo 


flight soon after luncheon—she ob- 
tained her pilot's license last week 
—and later the couple flew in two 
planes to North B'each, where Col- 
onel Lindbergh left the 
Lockheed 


for the pontoons to be attached. . 
Mrs. Lindbergh flew back, 
to 
Hicksville. alone and Cotonel Lind- 
bergh called for her in his automo- 
bile. She was still flying when he 
got there. They then motored 
to 


Senator Morrow's home. 


"While details are unsettled, the 


Pacific flight probably will be made 
from the Alaskan coast over the 
Aleutian islands, across the 600-mile 
stretch of ocean and over the tip of 
Kamatchka, along the Kurile islands 
to Japan. 
This is the same route the army 
round the world fliers took. Anoth- 
er possibility is a more northern 
route, which would only necessitate 
"flying over a fifty-six mile stretch 
of water at Bering strait. 


Would Believe Husband. 
Mrs. Lradbergh, the former Ann 


Morrow, would be at the 
controls 
with tier husband, relieving him of 
the full strain of such a flight. The 
plane they would use is the same 
one 'she helped pilot in the fourteen 
hour flight from California to New 
York last year. 
The colonel will have different 
problems than on his Paris flight 
four years go. For that he had a tail 
wind and other excellent conditions. 
On the Pacific he may expect wind, 
fog and storms. Flying to Paris he 
needed no exact determination 
of 
his position. If such determination 
is necessary over the Pacific, he is 
equipped for it, having learned nav- 
igation, how to tell by sun or stars 
where he is, since he became fam- 
ous. Mrs. Lindbergh's ability to pilot 
the plane will give the colonel 
ample* opportunity to mafce observa- 
tions. She too has studied naviga- 
tion. 


Possibly the Lindberghs will greet 
another flier while ever the Pacific.

Battalino never made any pretense 
to cleverness: he would sneer at you 
in derision if you said he was a 
cagey fighter. Bat knows his good 
faults and his limitations. He has 
one style — one only. He keeps 
eternallv after his man. He i»ever 
backs away. He cac't hit straight 
punches and knows little about 
hooks. Science is something he re- 
gards as being the sole property of 
doctors, astronomers, 
mathema- 


ticians and such. 


Merely Throws Fifts. 
The battler goes into his man

Other Tanks Follow Snit 


Other Americans haft similar ex- 
periences and none has hit a shot 
with the bigger ball in British com- 
petition, says Sarazen, whose case 
against the balloon ball is ftiat it 
doesn't hold to the greens, that the 
wind blows it off line and, if any 
stronger than it was yesterday, prob- 
ably clear off the greens. The heavy 
ball also is truer in the air, Sara- 
zen declares, going right through 
air pockets which affect the lighter 
aaissle. 
The New York prp maintains that 


British air, which at Camoustie is 
heavy and moist, is entirely unlike 
the American brand of atmosphere, 
which even ir, windy conditions does 
not always affect the flight of the 
balloon ball, 


Bad for International Golf 


Sarazen thinks the differen^ mod- 
els of golf bails authorized for com- 
petitive use in Great Britain and the 
United States will have a detrimen- 
tal aifect on international golf. Am- 
ericans here have beeen busy re- 
modeling their clubslr putting more 
lead in the heads to suit the heavy 
ball. 


"When I go home," said Gene', 
"I'll have only four days to re- 
fashion my clubs again and adapt 
myself to the big ball before de- 
fending my 'western open title at 
Dayton. Similarly the British Rider 
cup team, playing in this tourna- 
ment at Carnouscie, will have but 
a short, tune to adapt themselves 
to playing with the balloon ball at 
Sciotc." 
Sarazen's tip is that the British 
team hasn't a ghost of a chance 
p gainst the Americans with the big 
ball. With golf a world game as in- 
dicated by the internationl charac- 
ter of the field here, Sarazen thinks 
that one standardized ball should be 
in use in al countries. 
Sarazen doesn't r-\»im to be any 


diplomat in golf, but he has studied 
the art of mastering the golf ball 
and not without considerable suc- 
cess. British golf critics today still 
were talking about his great shot 
to the sixteenth green yesterday, a 
235-yard drive to to the pin on the 
gale-swept green- Golf news travels 
like wildfire in Carnoustie and "the 
whole town says Serazen's screamer 
at this difficult one-shoter was the 
best of the day.

The state legislature, by overrid- 


ing Gov. Doyle "E. Carlton's veto, 
has legalized county optional horse 
and dog racing and mtrtuel betting. 
Horse and dog races have been 
held at a number of Horida tracks 
during the past several years, first 
with oral gambling, which was halt- 
ed by law, and later with stock cer- 
tificate wagering. 


Under the new law., counties de- 
siring racing 
and pari-mutuel 
wagering must approve it by refer- 
endum. The state will take a tax of 
3 tier cent of the gross passing 
through the machines »T>a 15 per 
cent of the admission charges. The 
law provides for a racing commis- 
sion. 


The state senate first passed the 


law, 20 to 15, and the house' con- 
curred. 55 to 38. The senate over- 
rode the veto, 66 to 21, the house 55 
to 26.

Acting at times as a decided handicap 
to believers in higher prices for grain 
were downturns in the stock market.

Psychoanalyst Discusses 


His Tendency to Tell 


Off Color Jokes. 


Emancipator Analyzed as 


"Schizoid Manic" 


Individual. 


TORONTO, June 5—<AP)—Abra- 


ham • Lincoln was analyzed as a 
"schizoid manic personality"—a,Dr. 
Jekyll and Mr. Hyde who had his 
baser nature under rigid control— 
at the American Psychiatric associa- 
tion meeting today. 


The analysis was read by Dr. A. 


A. Brill, a psychoanalyst of. New 
York City. 
When an abstract of Dr. Brill's 


speech appeared in the program of 
the 
association last month, it 


brought a bitter protest from Dr. 
Edward E. Hicks, prominent Brook- 
lyn psychiatrist, who described the 
illusions to Lincoln as "insulting." 
Dr. Hicks entered a formal protest 
against the speech with officers of 
the association. 


Conflicting Inheritances. 


Schiv>id is a word of Greek de- 
rivation meaning to split, and the 
expression applied to Lincoln does 
not mean insanity. Dr. Brill found 
the trace of dual personality in a 
reputed tendency to tell off-color 
anecdotes, which bubbled up as part 
of Lincoln's humor. The split per- 
sonality • source was traced to his 
conflicting inheritances 
from 
his 


mother and father, two natures 
that never became fused in him." 
Dr. Brill ranked Lincoln as a wit 
with Mark Twain, Uncle Remus and 
other great American humorists. He 
confined his study to the emotional 
side of Trfe Emancipator. 
"^hat is very peculiar ab#ut Lin*- 


corn's stories and jokes," said Dr. 
Brill, "his own and those he' ap- 
propriated from others is the fact 
that many, if not most, are of an 
aggressive or algolangnic nature, 
treating of pain, suffering 
and 


death, and that a great many of 
them were so frankly sexual as to be 
classed as obscene. Most of his 
biographers speak of the latter, but 
*re at a loss to explain why Lincoln 
resorted to this form of wit. Thus, 
Beveridge remarked that 'he had 
taults extremely human, such as his 
love of a certain .type of anecdote, 
a taste 
which he never overcame 


and the expression of which, as will 
appear,' was so marked a feature of 
his manhood and so shocking to the 
eminent men among whom he did 
his historic work.'" 
Dr. Brill Not Shocked. 
Dr. Brill named as other author- 


.ties for the anecdotes "Carl Sand- 
mrg quoting Henry Villard," and 
Dr. Holland's Abraham Lincoln. 


"Looking at this behavior with 
present day eyes," Dr. Brill said, 
T cannot be shocked by any of 
Lincoln's stories that I heard or 
read. To be sure he 
called a 
spade, a spade, and having been 
>rought up in the back woods of 
rioneer days, he did not possess 
;he inhibiting influences of a New 
England environment. 


"Lincoln had to cope with enor- 


mous trials and vicissitudes, poor 
leredity from his 
father's 
side, 


humble 
birth, 
. abject 
poverty, 


truggle for education, and an un- 
satisfied love life, all of which he 
summed up in the story of the 
joy who was asked whethed he 
iked ginger bread. 
" "Yes," he said. " 1 like it more 
tha nanything else, but I get less 
of it.' 


Overcame Depressive Mood*. 


"But despite these handicaps, he 
attained the highest ambition of 
any American. Nevertheless through- 
iut-his life he was unable to dis- 
burden himself of his depressive 
moods." 
Dr. Brill says there any "many 


authorities" for the existence - of 
hese moods described variously as 
he blues, melancholy, abstraction, 
and mental depression,. 
t 


"To any psychiatrist," Dr. Brill 
ays. "The above mentioned des- 
xiptions are quite plain. We know; 
hat in the ordinary case of manic 
epressive psychosis, the depressions 
re often followed by a phase of 
lation. As far as my investiga- 
ions go no distinct manic attacks 
were ever observed in Lincoln.

AFFIRM CONVICTION 
OF G. O. HUCKETT 
ON ARSON CHARGE 


Conviction of George O. Huckett 


on an arson charge in Gage county 
for which he was given a 1 to 5 
year sentence In the state peni- 
tentiary, was upheld by the state 
Supreme court in a decision Friday 
morning. Claims of insufficient 
evidence^on which Huckett based 
his appeal, were held invalid. 
' 
Huckett was charged with burn- 
Ing a dwelling bouse In Wymore. 
which he occupied as a tenant and, 
burning the household goods and 
personal property in the house. He 
was convicted on both counts. 
Insurance on the household goods 
to-the amount of $2,000 had been 
taken out little more than a month 
before the fire on June 1, 1930. 
Evidence also disclosed that Huck- 
ett had rented a car in Lincoln 
the night of the fire, driven 134 
miles and returned it early in the 
morning^ 


The Supreme court opinion held 
that conflicting stories told by 
Huckett as to his whereabouts and 
.•evidence that he had attempted to 
(tt witnesses to testify falselv that 
they had been with him on a trip 
to Omaha that' night, invalidated 
his claims of insufflcent evidence.
